World’s Fair of Money Summer ANA in Rosemont, IL (Aug 13-17) 

The WFOM is the ANA’s biggest show of the year and it is the industry’s largest in the 
U.S. encompassing all areas of numismatics. There is a heavy emphasis on U.S. coins but 
many international dealers and mints are also in attendance. The goal of the ANA is to 
educate and encourage coin collecting. They do this through supporting local coin clubs, 
conducting seminars in their Colorado Springs headquarters, providing a world class 
library and museum (also in Colorado Springs), publishing a monthly magazine 
available in print and online, and of course presenting the summer and winter trade 
shows. Being a new member of the board of governors, I’m starting to recognize that 
the ANA needs all our help to survive into the next generation. Young people are less 
interested in coins than previous generations and we need to find new ways to attract 
them to our wonderful hobby. We also need to support and grow the members we 
already have.

KINGS OF MACEDON. Alexander III, the Great. 336-323 BC. Damascus, c. 330-320 BC 
AR Tetradrachm, 17.10g (25mm, I2h). Head of Herakles to right, wearing lion skin 
headdress / AAEEANAPOY Zeus seated on backless throne, his left leg and torso facing 
front, his head, right arm and right to left; holding eagle in his right hand and long 
scepter in his left; monograms in left field and under throne

The coinage of Alexander was one of the most far reaching types across the known Greek 
world. The only other comparable example is Athens, whose coinage was found frequently in 
lands far from its origin. This coin is termed a “lifetime issue” by some numismatists. The 
theory was that when the legs of Zeus are uncrossed it denotes an issue that was produced 
during Alexander’s lifetime. The theory was actually challenged some years later and it has 
generally been agreed that it is uncertain whether these coins are lifetime or not. Realistically 
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there is a good chance that this particular coin was made while Alexander was still living as 
he conquered Damascus sometime in 331BC. Shortly afterward he would have set up a 
working mint in the area. Obvious posthumous issues have a stylistically divergent Herakles 
than ones that are earlier.
